A kindly 
hearted scholar, Mr. Kalston, gave a 
reading last Wednesday at St. James' 
Hall if ot the benefit of the sufferers, 
^t'the. proceeds, of that cdn be only a 
arop in the ocean. Already men and 



to do! Would it not bo hotter for Can 
ada to havo her own manufactories? An 
hon. mamber had referred to the balance 
of trade against England. Ho would ask, 
could theru be a stronger ai-fjuiiient in fa- 
for of thoir liaving a tarilf of their own, 
than those figures I Ho was assured 
that the Natipnal Policy would bo of ma- 
terial' assistance to th.> Government in 
their oflbrts to construct tho great nation- 
al highway of tlic Pacillc Rai.!\\-ay. They, 
in thoir Province, lost UIO (3,000i) gouil 
citizens, owing to the inability of the lato 
Oovernmont to caiT}' out tho terms of the 
Union. Tlii.s was a Rorious matter for 
thorn. If they h5,d .npfcep.tered tthi^ con- 
federacy they would have had a railroad 
of their own by this time, for the Anieri- 
oaii people would have beuu only too glad 
to have constructed a railway througli tho 
country and round it, if required, in or- 
der lo obtain poasossioii of Briti.sh Co- 
lumbia. 15ut British Columbians wore 
too loyal to the old Ihig; all they wanted 
was that the Dominion of Canada should 
carry (nit the terms of Union. Tliu poo- 
plo of Uritish Columbia hail shown their 
confidence in tlio Oovernmont by clectin;; 
tho Premier aa a nicmber for Victoria, 
and placing liim at tho head of tho poll. 
It was hoped that lie would do justice to 
tho cunlideiice that h.id boon reposed in i 
him. Ho held th;it, before the WoUand 
Caral was completed, the Oovernmont ' 
should fuUil its undertaking with British 
Columbia. Ue claiiaod that it was not 
just to mortgage British Ooluinbia and 
raise money u[)on her real estate, and 
then spend that money in building canal.s 
before the Paeilic Ivailway was cuniploted.

Mr. Koss said whatever benefit might
